Combles and Thiepval. 


Sir Donglas Haig’s report last: night 
shows that the great battle of Monday 
and Tuesday was continued yesterday with 


success. 


In the. whole two days’ fighting 


the Germans attempted no counter-attack, 
except at one point on the British front 
on Tuesday, when they were repulsed with 
severe loss, and our own forces and the 
French were able without disturbance 
during Tuesday night to secure their new 


positions.

It had the disadvantage, however, of re- 
stricting the front of attack, and thus 
enabling the enemy to concentrate their 
reserves upon the sector assailed. On. 
Monday, for the first time, Sir Douglas 
Haig’s forces and General Foch’s forces 
struck together. The combined front of 
attack was more than twelve miles long, 
and by Tuesday it had extended to em- 
brace the whole arc of twenty miles 
between the Ancre and the Somme. The 
Allied Staff work must have been brought 
to an extraordinarily high pitch of per- 
fection ; for the point of junction between 
the two forces—always the weakest point 
in the action of Allied Armies—was pre- 
cisely in that sector of attack, before 
Combles, where the most formidable re- 
sistance was to be anticipated. Never- 
theless, the attack was developed without 
a single hitch, and the new tactics were 
brilliantly justified by results. 

The last forward movement had brought 
the British upon the north-west flank of 
Combles and the French upon its south- 
east flank. In the joint attack of Mon- 
day the British advanced to the villages 
of Morval, about a mile north of Combles, 
and of Lesboufs, about a mile still 
further north, while the French simul- 
taneously advanced to the village of 
Frégicourt, at a somewhat shorter distance 
due east of Combles. The village of 
Morval lay upon one of the two roads 
by which the Germans still precariously 
maintained communication with the 
Combles salient, and the village of Frégi- 
court lay upon the other. Their occu- 
pation thus completely cut the enemy's 
communications with the town. The 
Allies’ entry into Combles, which had 
been made, perhaps, the most formidable 
vf all the German fortresses on the 
Somme battlefield, and was virtually im- 
pregnable to frontal assault, was effected 
with ease on Tuesday, and in the course 
of the day the whole town was cleared of 
the enemy. That part of the garrison 
which had been unable to retire before 
the avenues of escape were closed. appears 
to have fought to the last, and only one 
lundred wounded prisoners were taken. 
The Germans, however, had been unable 
to remove an enormous quantity of muni- 
tions and provisions accumulated in the 
subterranean recesses of the place. The 
importance of Combles is sufficiently 
attested by the fact that, while the enemy 
on Tuesday admitted—without defining 
them—the Allies’ successes of Monday, 
and yesterday admitted the subsequent 
loss of Thiepval, they still shrink from 
an explicit confession of the loss of 
Combles. Between Combles and the 
Somme, on Monday, the French consider- 
ably extended the great salient which they 
had driven across the Bapaume-Péronne 
road, and reached positions within three 
miles of Péronne from which they can 
bring the chief bastion of that town, Mont 
St. Quentin, under effective fire. North.

He may well describe the operations 
which have resulted in the capture of both 
Combles and Thiepval as “of very con- 
siderable importance.” Combles and 
Thiepval were the two last points where 
the triple system of the German defences 


between the Ancre and the Somme, the | 
patient labour of two years, still held. 

‘They were the buttresses of the improvised | 
entrenchments which the enemy have con- 

structed during the past three months in | 
rear of the saccessive positions from which | 
they have now been completely ejected. 
The fall of Combles and Thiepval thus 
clears the way for the Allies’ attack on 
these entrenchments, which are doubtless 
formidable, but must be far less 
formidable, since they are the result 
of less than three months’, instead of two 
years’, labour, than those which have 
already been conquered. They stand, 
moreover, on the reverse slope of. that 
dominating ridge of Picardy to the crest 
of which the Allies have steadily fought 
their way since July 1st: the lie of the 
ground is now wholly in our favour. The 
capture of Combles, on the one side, clears 
the flank of the French advance upon 
Péronne, the taking of which would imperil 
the great German salient that projects 
south towards Paris. The capture of 
Thiepval, on the other side, opens the 
way to the rear of those powerful German 
fortresses above the Ancre valley which 
defied our frontal assault at the outset 
of the offensive on July 1st. The steady 
British pressure northwards towards 
Bapaume behind these Ancre fortresses is 
creating another great salient in the Ger- 
man lines about Arras. The capture of 
Combles and Thiepval, therefore, despite 
the comfortable assurance of the German 
Press that it represents tactical successes 
ot no strategic importance, paves the way 
for great. strategic results. It foreshadows 
a situation in which the security of the 
whole German front in Northern France 
will te compromised. - That prospect may 
still seem far distant; but there are 
many signs in the operations of Monday 
and Tuesday of a great deterioration in 
the German moral, and events may de- 
velop more rapidly than we have dared to 


hope. 


i German Atrocities. 


Nothing so greatly stirred the blood of 
the men of Great Britain and Ireland 
in the first days of the war as the evidence 
that the nation which had forced 
war upon Europe was a nation deficient 
in moral balance and self-control. We 
are so much accustomed now to German 
crimes against civilisation that they have 
ceased to make definite impressions on 
our consciousness. After the Lusitania, 
atrocities of submarine warfare, which by 
themselves wou)d have startled the world, 
pass as ordinary incidents. The tale of 
the deportations írcm Lille has been 
absorbed without shock by the public s 
Cistended capacity for horrors. Fresh 
cases of murder. by Zeppelins excite 
new outbursts of indignation and re- 
vulsion only among persons to whom 
they bring personal grief or anxiety, 
It is well that at times we should step 
out of this rut for a moment or two, and

a moment. “Under his ance we see | 
the German again not as a creature to 
whose ugliness we have become accus- 
tomed, but in that almost incredible ap- 
pearance of hideous brutality which 
shocked the civilised world in the early 
months of the wat. What this American 
has to say is, after all, much less damning 
than what is contained in the report of the 
Bryce Commission on German atrocities in 
Belgium ; but the Bryce report lies by the 
side of a stretch of our rut that we haye 
left behind, while the American speaks to 
us now, pointing to the hideous features 
of the enemy. He is Major Livingston 
Seaman—not a combatant military officer, 
but one who, as a former member of the 
Medical Department of the United States 
Forces, has been a witness of nine cam- 
paigns in various parts of the world— 
and he was in Belgium when the Germans 
marched through and occupied the country. 
He was personally acquainted with the 
record of the German forces in the Boxer 


of the Herreros revolt in South-West 
Africa ; and so he was not altogether sur- 
prised at the outburst of savagery on tho 
part of the Germans in Belgium. “ Unless 
the barbarism of the German Emperor 
ceases,” he wrote in 1914, “the civilisation 
of Europe will be set back 4 century. The 
tules of The Hague Tribunal have been 
grossly ignored.” He went on to give de- 
tails, and concluded: “This is not war, 
but murder.” Since then, as he says,’ 
there have been many deeply aggravated 
occasions for protest. He is an officer of a 
Peace and Arbitration League, but he be- 
lieves that Britain today is fighting 
for liberty and justice He believes 
that America ought to be fighting for 
them, too; but with that we are not con- 
cerned. Germany must be beaten, he re- 
minds us, not only lest she should beat us, 
but because “ the very cause of civilisation 
is at stake.” 


The Labourer’s Hire. 


The burden of the discussion at yester- 
day's Conference of the Church of Eng- 
land Men’s Society was the clergy’s com- 
parative failure to influence the working 
classes. The raising of the standard of 
education has turned many thousands of 
working men into thinkers. The war, as 
was said yesterday, has confronted them 
with the old problems that confronted Job. 
If the clergy cannot help them to reason- 
able solutions, they “worry things out for 
themselves ’—often with the aid of the 
cheap text-books of the new materialism— 
and the results are not satisfactory. The 
Church has lost touch with them because 
the education of the clergy has not kept 
pace with the education of the working 
classes: we mean, of course, that it has 
not improved proportionately. The Dean 
of Manchester put the case yesterday with 
an almost brutal candour. He said that 
the average clergyman is not intellectually 
competent to help the average working 
man out of his difficulties. The standard 
of clerical quality is not merely stationary : 
it is actually deteriorating. ' In the last 
fifty years there has been a marked in- 
tellectual decline in the clergy of the 
Church of England.” This statement 
may be excessive. Fifty years ago the 
clergy had leisure for study and for the 
preparation of thoughtfut sermons, for 
the simple reason that their social work 
was far lighter and less exacting than it is 
to-day. The fact remains, however, that 
in future the ministry of all the Christian 
Churches will demand higher gifts, 
greater knowledge, and fuller devotion 
than it has demanded in the past. If the 
Churches are to retain—or re-establish— 
their hold on the democracy, the clergy 
in working-class districts must be not 
only men of spiritual force and earnest- 
ness, but men of wide reading, even of 
some scholarship; men of character ; men 
who have given thought to a thousand 
problems of social economy and social 
ethics. It is mere cant to say that such 
men ought to sacrifice to a high sense of 
duty the infinitely better prospects which 
other professions now offer to their 
talents. The best men do not take Orders 
to-day because, while they may be willing 
enough to sacrifice themselves, they feel 
that they have no right to sacrifice others 
who depend on them, or may come to de- 
pend on them. Improvement in the per- 
sonnel of the clergy, and, therefore, in the 
influence of the Church, is largely a ques- 


LONDON OURRESPONDENCE.

For the last three months our minds 
have been concentrated on the Somme dis- 
trict, where fighting of importance has 
been daily in progress. Now it is time 
to out our big maps and consider the 
probable effect of the recent victories upon 
the general situation on the western front. 
The captures of Combles and Thiepval are 
y important in themselves, but 


not merel 
they open the way to greater and more 
rapid advances in the near future. 

For example, the occupation of Fan- 
court L’Abbaye, which the British troo 
are approaching, would put them within 
less three miles of Bapaume. Alread 
the French are astride the main road lead- 
ing from that place to Péronne, where 
the Germans’ position has been. rendered 
still more precarious through the capture by 
our Allies of a wood near Vermandovillers, 
a village about five miles to the south- 
east of Péronne. This exploit is evi- 
dently regarded as one of considerable 
tactical importance, .since it is mentioned 
in both the British ‘and French com- 
muniqués. 

The writer of “ A Londoner’s Diary,” in 
the Evening Standard, says to-night: 
“Though no reference is made in the 
British official despatches to the use of the 
‘tanks’ in the fighting round Combles 
and Thiepval, I am informed that they 
were used, though with what degree of suc- 
cess Í am unable to say.” 

From a psychological point of view, the 
Allies successes of the last two days are 
of special importance. For two years— 
ever since the battle of the Marne—the 
German Government has been able to 
maintain the fiction of unbroken victory 
for the German arms. They might not 
always succeed in their immediate aims— 
even the German schoolboy, I imagine, 
now knows that Verdun is still French— 
but they were never seriously driven back. 
Austrians and. Turks might be defeated, 
but not Germans. But now, thanks to 
the gallantry of the troops under General 
Haig and General Foch, the German 
Government has been compelled to lift a 
corner of the veil, and every German 
knows the painful truth that the army 
is no longer invincible. 

What will be the effect of this revela- 
tion upon the German people? Will they 
grit their teeth and determine to fight it 
out to the last man and the last mark? 
Or will there be a sudden collapse of their 
moral and a frenzied appeal to the Govern- 
ment to sue for peace on almost any 
terms? It is too soon to say. We must 
wait until the German arms have suffered 
a few more unmistakable reverses before 
we shall be able to judge. I can only 
say at the moment that some of my best 
informed friends, who have all along main- 
tained that the end of the war would come 
through a sudden and complete collapse 
of the German temperament, hold that 
opinion more strongly than ever. 

A curious and, perhaps, significant piece 
of news comes from the Amsterdam 
Telegraaf, which, as a pro-Ally organ, is 
not likely to have been “got at” by the 
enemy. Itis that the Germans are busily 
digging trenches between the Leopold 
Canal and the Dutch frontier. ‘his 
canal is in the extreme north-western 
corner of Belgium, and runs into the sea 
between Heyst and Zeebrugge. It is diffi- 
cult to see what object the Germans have 
in view in making these preparations. 
They can hardly be expecting a Dutch in» 
vasion. Besides, we are told that the new 
trenches run at right angles to the canal 
and not parallel to it, as they would do if 
Holland were the enemy. It looks rather 
as if what they feared was an invasion 
from the sea. 

Perhaps, the most imteresting name in 
tc-day's honours list is that of Captain 
F. C. Selous, who has been awarded the 
D.S.O. for “conspicuous gallantry, re- 
source, and endurance.’”’ These are just the 
qualities that he displayed uriu his long 
career as a big game hunter. lis name 
was already a household word in Afrira 
thirty years ago, when Sir Rider Hagrars 
introduced him to a world of delighted 
boys in “King Solomon's Mines,” under 
the pseudonym of Allan Quatermain, 
Captain Selous, at sixty-four, is not quite 
the oldest man who has served in the 
trenches during the present war, for not 
long ago was ages the death in action 
of a London stockbroker in his sevefttieth 
year. The achievement of both these 
veterans is a proof, like Lord Roberts’s last 
campaign in South Africa, of what can be 
achieved by those who take pains to keep 
themselves fit.

I am glad to see that the Home Secre- 
tary has decided to appoint a Committee 
to consider the daylight saving question 
in all its aspects before deciding to re- 
introduce the Summer Time Act next year. 
Few people will deny that the results of 
the present Act have been almost wholly 
satisfactory, though some inconvenience 
has been caused in agricultural. districts.

GERMANY ON THE 


DEFENSIVE. 


The following telegram has been received 
from Mr. H. Warner Allen, special correspon- 
dent of the British Press with the French 


—" PARIS, Wepwespav. 


From an authoritative account of the battle 
of the Somme, which will appear in to-morrow 5 
Paris newspapers, the following. extracts have 
been taken :— i 

The time has not yet come, says the writer 
of the account, to publish the full details of 
the battle of the mme, as it is not yet 
finished. Nevertheless, important results have 
been achieved, which a glance at the different 

hases of the struggle will place in relief. In 
the month of June Saat the Germans had been 
for three-and-a-half months attacking the 
fortress of Verdun without being able to carry 
it. Nevertheless, they continued obstinately, in 
the belief that they would be able to attract 
thither the French reserves, and’ prevent the 
Allies putting into execution their general offen- 
sive. The Germans wished to preserve the 
initiative of the operations, and to be able to 
send where they were most wanted a portion 
of their forces on the Western front. This was 
all the more important as the reorganised 
Russian Army was victoriously attacking the 
Austrian positiong, and the Austrians were ad- 
mittedly. incapable of barring the route to 
Lemberg and the Carpathians. It was at this 
juncture that the British Army, which, without 

aving attained the full development that the 
adoption of compulsory service will eventually 
bring, had become an important factor, began, 
in conjunction with the French Army, which 
had not been exhausted by the battle of Ver- 
dun, an offensive on positions on both banks of 
the Somme. 

THE GERMAN LINES. 


The German defensive lines on the front at- 
tacked were then organised as follows :—There 
came first the strong lines based on the power- 
fully organised positions of Thiepval, Orvilliers, 
La Boiselle, Fricourt, Mametz, Curlu, Frise, 
Dompierre Fay, Soyecourt,. and consisting o 
a series of parallel trenches, generally ives, 
between which were numberless shelters for 
men, machine guns, and ammunition, This 
first line varied between 500 and 1,000 yards 
in depth. Behind it came a second line of posi- 
tions, consisting of trenches, with blockhouses 
for machinesguns, the whole being protected by 
a wide system of barbed wire. his second 
line ran from Grandecourt through Poziéres, 
the two Bazentins, Longueval, Guillemont, 
Maurepas, Herbecourt, Assevillors, and Belloy- 
en-Santerre, to Ablaincourt. At certain sec- 
tions, such as between Estrées and Deniecourt 
and Maurepas and Herbecourt, there was be- 
tween the first and second lines a system of 
intermediary trenches. In addition to all those, 
there» were further back a series of other or- 

nisations which the Germans constructed dur- 
ing the battle, although these never reached the 
solidity of the older defences. The length of 
the attacking front from Gommecourt to 
Vermandovillers was about twenty-five miles, 
divided about equally between the French and 
British. The two Armies joined up at a point 
indicated by a line cutiing the western out- 
skirts of Haricourt and the farm on Hill 139, to 
the north of Hardecourt. 


OPENING OF THE BATTLE. 

The first phase of the battle extended from 
July ist to 6th, when, after a preliminary 
artillery preparation which lasted several 
days, the first and greater par of 
the second German positions were  vic- 
toriously carried. The second phase of the 
battle lasted from July 6th to September 3rd, 
and may be summed up as having consisted in 
the completion of the occupation of the German 
second line of positions, and the widening of 
the breach thus made by means of local actions, 
which were considerably prolonged by bad 
weather, the first half of August having been 
very foggy, while the second half was marked 
y heavy rains. The third phase of the battle, 
which began with the resumption of the joint 
Anglo-French offensive on September 3rd, is 
still in progress. After detailing the various 
steps in the progress of the Allies since the 
beginning of the battle, the statement sets 
forth the conclusions that may legitimately be 
drawn from the results achieved between the 
beginning of the battle on July Ist and the 
middle of September. 


SUPERIORITY OF THE ALLIES. 

During the two and a half months the 
Allied troops have constantly affirmed theic 
superiority over the enemy. While all their at- 
tacks have succeeded, for the most part more 
than achieved the objectives aimed at, the Ger- 
man counter-attacks have either not been able 
to reach the Allied lines, or else have resulted 


in the enemy being again driven out of tha. 


conquered ground within tw6 hours of recap- 
turing it. To appreciate this tactical result it 
is only necessary to recall the fluctuations of 
the fighting at Verdun, in the Argonne, in 
Champagne, and in Artois, where ground was 
frequently won and lost time after time, and 
in many cases held for weeks at a time before 
again changing hands. The comparison proves 
that in the Somme battle the equilibrium of 
the struggle tends more and more in favour of 
the Allies. 


THE FRENCH CAPTURES. 

This view is confirmed by the number of pri- 
soners taken and the amount of booty secured 
by the French troops. Between July Ist and 
September 17th the French alone in their part 
of the Somme battlefield took 30,000 unwounded 
and over 4,500 wounded prisoners, and captured 
144 cuns (of which more than half were heavy 
med a be eves of trench mortars, about 500 
Maxims, cttantities of shells, and a captive 
balloon. Finally, during the two and a halt 
months under review the Franco-British Armies 
conquered a zone of territory measuring 180 
square kilometres, or ten square kilometres 
more than the Germans actually won during 
the six months between Avocourt and Eix, 


ARTILLERY AND MUNITIONS. 

Here, again, in comparison with pre- 
vious Offensives in one part or 
other of the Western front, the 2 
vantage is entirely in favour of the Allied 
offensive on the Somme. Such are the re- 
markable tactical advantages which the Allies 
owe to the unequalled dash and courage of 
their troops, to the new and abundant supply 
of artillery and munitions (which have been 
used with a masterliness which could not be 
surpassed, as the Germans have themselves 
said), and to the superiority of our aviation. 
Looked “at from the point of view of the 
whole war, the results already achieved by the 
battle of the Somme cannot, of course, be 
gauged merely by the fact that we have gained 
100 square kilometres of territory. The French 
Army realises keenly that the liberation of 
national territory will be accomplished only by 
the breaking down of Germany’s will to con- 
quer, and by the decisive transfer of the 
equilibrium of the campaign in our favour. It 
is this breaking down of the equilibrium which 
makes of one side a conqueror, and the other 
the conquered. That the French are now 
striving for on the Somme, and all the Allies 
are pursuing it on the rest of the front. From 
this point of view, again, which is the only one 
that counts, the results of the battle of the 
Somme are most satisfactory. 


THE FAILURE AT VERDUN. 

The battle of the Somme has destroyed the 
German will to conquer before Verdun. As 
the Somme battle has developed the German 
attacks on Verdun have become weaker and 
weaker, and the German troops that were 
comeentrated before the great French eastern 
fortress have ebbed away regularly towards the 
Somme. Better still, with the development of 
the Somme battle the enemy before Verdun 
soon changed from the offensive to the defen- 
sive, as is conclusively proved by comparing the 
number of prisoners taken by the French in the 
Verdun region in the months of July and 
August, respectively. In July these numbered 
811. In August the German prisoners taken 
in the Verdum area amounted to 3,000. 
Further, the effect of the battle of the Somme 
has been range | to wrest from the Germans 
the initiative in the operations in progress. It 
was due to the fact that she held the initiative 
that Germany was able to secure her success 
against Russia and in the East in 1915, and it 
was in order to retain this initiative that she 
began her desperate attack on Verdun. 


USING UP THE GERMAN ARMY. 

The battie of the Somme is successfully de- 
veloping towards this objective of securing the 
balance of equilibrium. This is confirmed by 
the facts concerning the manner in which the 
German forces are being used up in the struggle 
which is now proceeding. Between July ist 
and 9th eighteen Gerran Divisions were en- 
goged in the battle.

PRACTICAL WORK. 

On the motion of Mr. Heron, Hon. Secretary, 
seconded by Mr. Gilboy (Westport), the follow. 
ing resolution was adopted :— 

That the Executive Committee and are 
hereby, instructed to prepare a list of the proposed 
reforms and alterations in municipal law which 
have from time to time been brought forward at 
the annual Conference of this Association, and that 
it be printed and circulated amongst the municipal 
bodies of Ireland, and that the said list be brought 
before the next Conference for ApsnOt see: if 
approved of. the proper steps be taken to btain a 
public general Act of Parliament to embody same. 

Arising out of a paper read the previous day 
on the subject of “ Municipal Economies ; Mr, 
Finlay Heron suggested that the Conference 
suould take some steps to have the Allotments 
Act extended to Ireland. 3 

Alderman Mercier (Belfast) mentioned that in 
the City of Belfast there were 1,600 garden 
plots, covering 140 acres. If they took five in 
ne famnily of each “ plotter,” they had about 
8,000 persons benefited. £6 or £7 was 
the value of the production of each plot, and 
that gave them from £10,000 to £12,000 
annually in products. They hoped, before 
another year was passed, to have an additional 
100 acres of plots in Belfast. The work, of 
course, was purely voluntary, but he thought 
they should have the same facilities in that 
respect as they had in England, (Hear, hear.) 

Nr. Field, M.P., said he had from time io 
time for the last twenty-two years brought this 
matter before Parliament, but nothing had been 
done. 

Mr. Heron said he would suggest, that they 
should pass a resolution declaring that it was 
desirable to pass for Ireland an Applotments 
Act similar to the English Act, with such 
modifications as might be necessary. 

Mr. Field moved, Mr. Johnston seconded, a 
resolution embodying (the Hon. Secretary's sug- 
gestion, and it was adopted. 


LOCAL LEGISLATION. 


Mr. James Lennon (Armagh) réad the report 
of the Special Committee in relation to the 
subject of local legislation. lt was stated that 
already considerabie progress had been made 
with the matter entrusted to them at last 
year’s annual Conference—namely, that of ob- 
taining particulars of the powers granted to 
municipal authorities throughout Great Britain 
under local Acts, with a view to securing a 
public general Act of Parliament to enable 
Irish local authorities to avail themselves of 
such of those powers as might with advantage 
be applied to this country. This undertaking 
turned out to be much more laborious aud dith- 
cult than had been anticipated, the various 
local Acts of many Councils forming several 
large volumes and dating back for many years. 
Wich the limited time that the Commuitiee could 
afford to devote to their task, they feared ii 
was impossible at present to say how soon they 
would be in a position to submit anything lke 
a comprehensive report; but, being fully satis 
fied that the object in view was well worthy of 
their best efforts, they would continue to , 
the matter their earnest attention, in the hope 
that when an opportune time arrived the Assc- 
ciation might have at least the groundwork pre- 
pared for bringing about the numerous reforms 
so much needed in local legislation. 

Mr. Murray (Kingstown) feared that the out- 
come of the maiter would be a number of 
srivate Acts, which would involve resort to 
Porliamentary agents and the spending of con- 
siderable sums ot money in London. 

Mr. Lennon said the idea guiding the Com- 
mittee was entirely different; their object was 
to secure a Parliamentary bill suitable for and 
applicable.to all the townships in Ireland, aad 
to do away with the anomalies which now 
existed, and which would not be tolerated in 
any other country in the world. 

Mr. Murray wanted to know what theig P 
liamentary representatives were doing. 

Mr. Field, M.P.. said merinbers of 
Parliament represented their constityent:s 
and if they were to take up 
matter with any measure of success, pubic 
opinion myst be educated upon it. 

The Chairman said the object of the Com 
mittee was to find out where the existimg Acts 
were defective, and to suggest the prometion 
of a bill which would remedy all th 
and apply to the whole country. 

Alderman Hadden (Wexford) said they could 
understand the difficulty the Committee had 
to deal with when the various published Acts 
which they had to investigate weighed three 
cwts. 

lt was agreed to continue the work on the 
present lines; Executive Committee of the 
Conference to any necessary financial 
assistance. 
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HOUSING HOMILY. 

Mr. Field, M.P., read a paper entitled 
“Housing Hoemily,”’» in which he dealt at 
length with the housing problem and the princi- 
pal difficulties confronting reform. On the sub- 
yoct of finance, he pointed out that in Ireland 
an immense bonus was given to landowners to 
bridge over the difference of opinion concern- 
ing the demanded and the real value of land 
occupied by agricultucal tenants. Why shouli 
a similar expedient be denied to town tenan: 
labourers, who were eqally essential to 
well-being of the produttive commercial ce 
munity? Therefore, he thought the Gover 
ment should give financial aid to municipal! 
authorities. The enormous cost of acquiring 
sites was a scandal, and the present mi 
called urgently for reform, so as to sim 
cheapen, and expedite the purchase 
cedure. If a reasonable tax wa 
on vacant sites it would proba! 
able a deal at a fair price with t! 
holder, who either would not, or & 
perhaps, afford to build. Then possi! 
porations or Councils might acquire t' 
and let it at low rents to builders or 
who should be bound to build dwellisg 
able to the requirement of the work 
the rates should he lowered, or not 
for a certain period.

“why the fact of a mah being paid by the week 


instead of by the month should enable him 
to escape this tax. It was desirable that the 
wage-earning classes should be brought to 
more vividly realise the interest which they had 
in the State by the payment of direct taxation, 
however small. The frightfully increased cost 
of the necessaries of life, and the terrible 
burden of imecome tax, had obliged the 
giruggling middle-class men, from dire necessity, 
to bring his mode of living to the irreducible 
minimum. Was there any doubt that this class, 
admittedly the backbone of the country, was 
being taxed out of existence ? The joke of people 
with large salaries, huge trade profits, or great 
inherited wealth, with dozens of servants, 
Juxurious motor ears or carriages and horses, 
keeping up many mansions and living generally 
in the most costly and extravagant manner, 
solemnly preaching economy to the struggling 
middie-classes.and imploring them to reduce 
their mode of living had become so stale that 
now they hardly smiled at it. While every class 
must be prepared to bear the burdens and en- 
dure the sacrifices in connection with the war, 
there was no parallel between the sacrifices in- 
volved in a man giving up the essential neces- 
saries of life and a man giving up one of his 
many motor cars or shutting up one or two of 
his many mansions. The middle-classes were 
being taxed utterly out of al pro- 
portion to their means, Income tax 
was oharged on Corporation property and 
eon the interest accruing from investments in 
sinking funds to pay off loans. To alter the 
law in this respect would be to strike at the 
very root of the principles on which income tax 
was imposed. He, advocated that the persona! 
estate of living persons above a certain sum, 
sny £1,000, should be liable for an annual tax. 

Mr. Jas. Johnston (Belfast) pointed out that 
there. were many cases where municipalities 
were assessed for income tax when they were 
vt entitled to be assessed. He instanced a case 
where the Belfast Corporation were assessed, 
and they fought the matter and refused to 
pay, but put the money on deposit in the bank. 
After fourteen years, and numerous conferences 
in London, they won their point, and saved the 
ratepayers £35,000, for which they should never 
have been assessed. 

Mr. Field, M.P., expressed the opinion that 
the income tax was the best of all taxes, but 
the method in which it was levied and collected 
and the principles of its assessment required the 
attention of their committee. It might be un- 
popular to say so, but he did not see why 
charitable institutions should be exempted from 
the tax while public buildings were required to 
pay. (Hear, hear.) These were questions that

a DWELLINGS FOR LABOURERS. 

Mr. T. Dawson sang 
“The provision of dwelli 
the Landed Property Improvement Acts, and 
the manner in which tions er 
have been carried out.” He said that in the 
urban district of Tipperary there were 85 houses 
on the Barrymore estate which were provided 
under the Acts referred to in the period 1878 
to 1880, the amounts borrowed for same total- 
ling £7,800. Taking it for granted that the 
longest possible period for repayment (35 years) 
applied to this ioan, it was apparent that the 
money borrowed was now paid off. The rents 
derived from these cottages amounted to at 
least £600 per year, and of the 85 tenants there 
was not one “labourer required for the pres 
cultivation of the estate.” The owner of these 
houses owned the principal portion of the town 
of Tipperary, and the Council had not been 
able to have @ single house erected on this 
property under the Housiag -f the Working 
Classes Acts. In January, 1915, the Council ap- 
plied at a Local Government Board inquiry 
for sites on the p in question to the 
extent of 2a. Sr. 18)p., on which it was in- 
tended to have 97 houses erected. The owner 
bitterly opposed, eventually orgy to the 
County Court against the order of the Local 
Government inspector, with the result 
that, as matters now stood, the Council was 
authorised to acquire only 24 perches on the 
worst portion of the rty, on which six 
houses could be erected. He sincerely hoped 
that such a state of affairs did not exist on any 
other estate. Nevertheless, he submitted that 
the iation should have the whole questiou 
thorotighly investigated, and, if necessary, tr: t 
the attention of Parliament be called to the 
matter. 

A resolution was proposed, seconded, and 
discussed directing the hon. secretaries to lay 
the facts before the Chief Secretary and the 
members of Parliament, and to urge that the 
better housing of the working classes should 
receive the immediate attention of the Irish 
Government, 

There was considerable divergence of views as 
to whether the Conference should interfere as 
between Lord’ Barrymore and the Tipperary 
Council. Uljtimately a resotution in the follow- 
ing terms was vnanimousiy adopted :— 

That, from the statements contained in the paper 
submitted by Mr. T. Dawson, Town Clerk, Tipperary 
we are of opinion that the matters therein refer 
to should be investigated by the Irish Government. 
We believe that prompt measures gh taken 
to ensure that owners of houses provided under the 
Act 23 Vic., cap. 19, and the Acts extendin 
amending same, be compelled to comply with the 
intentions ef said Acta. 

THE PRESIDENCY. 

It was decided to invite the Mayor of Lime- 

rick to act as President for the ensuing year. 
HIGH FOOD PRICES. 

On the motion of Mr. Grogan (Queenstown), 
a resolution was passed expressing the opinion 
that, owing to the present abnormal] increases 
in the prices of food and coal in the cities and 
urban districts of Ireland, and the danger to be 
apprehended of a stil] furher increase, 
the Government be requested to adopt prompt 
measures to have the prices of food and coal 
kept within reasonabie limits.

DUBLIN CORPORATION AND 
REBELLION PRISONERS. 


Alderman Byrne, M.P., has given notice of 
his intention to move, at the meeting of Dublin 
Corporation on Monday next, A resolution de- 
manding the release of Irishmen and Irish. 
women interned in English prisons without trial 
and amnesty for those who have been sentence: 
to terms of imprisonment, and, pending their 
release, that they be treated as political pri- 
soners: and thet an All Ireland Convention, re- 
presenting public beards, trade and labour 
unions, and national organisations, be held for 
the purpose of establishing a Political Prisoners’ 
Amnesty Association. 

Alderman Farrell intends moving that a 
deputation be appointed to ask the Lord Lien- 
tenant to grant a free pardon to Patrick 
Mahon, a member of the Corporation, “ whose 
only offence was the printing of a newspaper 
called The Irish Volunteer.” 

The treatment of Irish prisoners at Frongoch 
Camp forms the subject of another resolution 
which Alderman Byrne, M.P., intends submit- 
ting for the consideration of the Council. In 
his notice of this resolution Alderman Byrne 
“requests the officials of the United States 
Embassy, who inspected all the camps in Great 
Britain where Gérman prisoners are interned, to 
turn their attention to Frongoch, and report on 
the treatment of the Irish prisoners.”

IRELAND AND CONSCRIPTION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Business men and non-politicians, like 
myself, are waiting with much interest and 
suxiety to see what course the Irish Nationalist 
Party intend to pursue regarding the present 
condition of Ireland. Whether the present state 
of insecurity is going to be accentuated or not 
remains, Í think, in the hands of the Irish 
Nationalist Party. No one knows this better 
than its titular leader. The question then is: 
Wil Mr, Redmond try to save his own reputa- 
tion as a statesman, and once for all make a 
determined effort to place Ireland in a position 
which will enable her people, after the war, to 
receive consideration and recognition? To 
adopt a laisser faire attitude will be fatal to 
the Irish Parliamentary Party, as iW un- 
doubtedly will be to the best interests of Ire- 
land. 

Mr. Redmond must surely know that, were a 
General Election to take place within the next 
few months, almost 50 per cent. of the present 
members of his party would not be returned. 
That a rift in the lute exists in the party 
there is no gainsaying. Mr. Dillon has given 
indisputable evidence of his Sinn Fein ten- 
dencies, which Mr. Redmond knows full well is 
going to alienate his Radical supporterg~in 
Great Britain. The opportunity is now afforded 
to Mr, Redmond to rise out of the ashes of his 
party. Does Mr. Redmond think that he is 
going to help trade in Ireland by opposing the 
application of the Military Service Act to Ire- 
land? If he does, let me disillusionise him at 
once by telling him that already the effect of 
the opposition of his party to conscription is 
having, and will have to a greater extent later 
on, a most baneful influence on the relations 
between traders here and those across the 
Channel. 

I will not attempt to recapitulate any of the 
unanswerable reasons vou have given in your 
admirable leading articles as io the desirability 
of keeping our lrish regimenis Irish in charac- 
ter. Are we to see men of 45 called up in 
England, while here in Ireland we have the 
best material of young manhood looking on? 
Is it any wonder that bitter resentment against 
Ireland is rampant throughout England—a 
bitterness of feeling which will take yeare— 
aye, centuries—to remove, unless we at once 
purge ourselves of the disgrace of refusing to 
“faill in”? Is refusal to help to erush the 
bully of Europe the policy of a statesman or 
that of a leader of an Irish party whose heart 
yearns for “‘a nation once again”? Let Mr. 
Redmond lead Ireland on good, sound, economic 
lines, and he will soon see gathered around him, 
not party politicians, but those who are imbued 
with a spirit of true Nationalism, which has for 
its object the lifting up of our countrymen to a 
status that will allow them to look the whole

ring, with the express object of securing their 
supplies on their own terms—terms which you 
say are absolutely ruinous to the producors— 
and then charging prices to their customers, 
which, in turn, are equally ruinous to them. 
A more preposterous, a more glaringly un- 
founded charge was never made in a respon- 
sible journal. You give two illustrations im 
support of your charge. One is that some 
grower got 2d. per dozen for lettuce (which, 
it is alleged, were sold at 1d. each), and another 
got 1s. ld. for 20lbs. of beans which were sup- 
posed to have been sold to the public at 3d. 
and 4d. per lb. Perhaps, you will be prepared 
to admit that we are in a fairly good position 
to say what justification there is for such a 
statement, and we say unhesitatingly there 1s 
none. These rubbish prices are not due to 
any ring. They are due to the fact that the 
goods are grown by ae who are an utter 
failure as producers, and any trader who at- 
tempted to foist such stuff on the public at 
the same price as his competitors were charging 
for well-grown stuff would quickly have to put 
up his shutters, 

Take a look into the Dublin Market on any 
market day, and there you will see about 
twenty salesmen selling either privately or by 
auction to as many seperate groups of anxious, 
keen, and excited buyers. By what means is it 
alleged that these various groups have laid their 
heads together to buy the goods at their own 
prices, and what is the position of the sales- 
men supposed to be in this matter? These 
men have all sorts of produce to sell—some 
local, some from the provinces, some ocross- 
Channel. If they are supposed to aid and abet 
the wicked ring of buyers, how do they succeed 
in getting eross-Channel growers to send to 
Dublin when these growers have the whole of 
the British markets open to them? The thing 
is a gross absurdity, and the charge is a por- 
nicious libel upon a respectable and industrious 
body of traders. 

With reference to the further sweeping as- 
sertion that prices for fruit and vegetables are 
higher in Dublin than in London, and that oniy 
the wealthy classes can afford the luxury ot 
a handful of flowers, this is an equally un- 
deserved calumny. As a matter of fact, there 
are certain times of the year when it is not 
only untrue to say that fruit and vegetables 
are dearer here than in London, but it is 
exactly the opposite of the truth. Speaking 
generally, however, it may be said that there 
are certain kinds of fruit which are usually 
slightly cheaper in London than in Dublin. 
That of course is due to We geographical posi- 
tion cf the ‘wo cities, Thes ha to come 
from the other side, and the price in Dublin 
is necessarily higher.
